New Electrical
Clocks Installed

A complete now electrical 
, clock and bell system has been 
installed at the Torrance High 
school this summer which will 
greatly assist in the maintenance 
of regular classes with no de­ 
lays. The new system was in­ 
stalled at a cost of »1325, Princi­ 
pal Wood .said today.

The old method of rlnginf) 
classes depended upon a storage 
battery which proved too weak 
to eound the furthest bells, he 
said. Now the school employs 
an alternating current system 
directly off the light circuit.

Another improvement is noted 
in the erection of a partition .in 
the newly painted boys' gym. 
THie partition was put in so 
that baskets of gym suits can 
be placed under lock and key 

"to be issued only by student 
monitors. This will eliminate 
much petty theft o» clothing at 
the school, the principal pointed 

out.
